However. Uvacek cautions producers 
not to overpay. 

"A 406-pound animal bought for $4 
moro per hundredweight than a 
606-pound animal has a higher break¬ 
even cost when finished if tnh coal por 
pound of gain Is about the same. At cur¬ 
rent feeder prices, if the cost per pound 
of gain Is more than 66 cents, even a 62 
premium for the lighter weight animal 
ntigbt mean a higher break-even price," ' 
emphasizes Uvacek. 

For comparison, Uvacek offers some 
break-even figures for producers in¬ 
terested in feeding calves. The break¬ 
even price of a 400-pound feeder bought 
at $40 per hundredweight would be 
$87.38 if the cost of gain was 36 cents, 
$38.70 If the cost of gain was 88 cents, 
and $40 if the cost of gain was 40 cents. 
For the same weight feeder bought at 
$44, tha break-even prico at the three 
different costs of gain would be $38.78, 
$40.08 and $41.89. respectively.
